tional. Board of Great Britain, is 
worthy of better recognition than 
at present appertains. 

It is regrettable, perhaps, that 
first-class referees have not in- 
creased in recent years in manner 
commensurate with the progress 
of the game in other departments. 
At the best, the position is an un- 
enviable one. Personality is an 
important factor. Strength of 
character, alertness, speed and de- 
cisiveness are essentials in the 
make-up of a successful referee, 
contemporaneous with the devel- 
opment of the faculty of viewing 
the most exciting episodes and 
quickly changing phases of the 
game with equanimity. 

For the big games ahead with 
the Englishmen, careful selection 
of officials is imperative. There 
are sure to be differences of opin- 
ion with Home players and Aus- 
tralian referees on certain phases 
of the rules. But remedial mea- 
sures in this direction are easily 
applied. The English manager, 
Mr. John Lewis, is recognised as 
the greatest authority in the ad- 
ministration of the rules, so that, 
after a reasonable period, any 
Australian interpretation which is 
contrary to his well-considered 
judgment may be readily adjusted. 

In the appointment of referees 


for the International games, it. 


cannot be too strongly emphasised 
that, irrespective of any sectional 
locality claims, the most proficient 
be given preference. 

What is really wanted in regard 
to football crowds is the develop- 
ment of the real spirit of sport 
and of the genefous outlook. When 
this is attained; the task of the 
referee will be made easier and 
possibly will stimulate a desire on 
the part of retiring players to con- 


tinue active participation In a 
pastime in which stamina, judg- 
ment, restraint and cohesion are 
the distinguishing characteristics. 


SOCCER TROPHY. 
Kor New Zealand.

What could constitute an error 
on the part of a referee which 
would provide ground for protest? 
Of cases which have been reported 
this season alone, the following 
can be cited as examples: Refusal 


to allow missing player or players’ 
to come on to the field at any time | 


during the game; awarding a pen- 
alty kick for an offence other 
than an infringement of Law 9; 
allowing a substitute in place of 
an injured player in a competition 
match, or allowing more than 
eleven players to take part on one 
side.

The last case I remember was 
where a referee awarded a pen- 
alty kick because a defending 
player held the ball between his 
legs when lying on the ground 
inside his own penalty area, but 
he neither handled the ball or 
fouled an opponent. 
penalty kick the only goal of the 
match was scored, and a protest 
was upheld because the penalty 
kick was given contrary to the 
laws of the game, This is a ques- 
tion of law and not one of fact, 
and the committee hearing the 
protest decided accordingly.
